ALASKA 


What the British Committee 
Discovered. 


The Female Seals Do Not Eat While 
They are Suckling. 


The Cutter Rush Ordered Back to 
the Seal Islands. 


Governor Knapp’s Report—Large Num- 
bers of Seals Killed Illegitimately— 
What the Territory Needs— 

An Alaskan Committee. 


By Telegraph to The Times. | 

Ortawa, Oct. 5.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Word was received here by the 
Department of Marine and Fisheries 
from Victoria, B. C., that H. M. S&S. 
Pheasant had brought news from Ber- 
ing Sea of the movements of Powell and 
Lawson of the British House of Com- 
mons, investigating the seal fishery 
question. They are at present on board 
the steamer Danube, and have been 
from the Commander Islands, in Rus- 
sian waters, to West Bering Sea. 

They obtained from the Russian 
authorities permission to visit these 
islands in order to study the movements 
of the seals and to discover what truth 


| there isinthe theory that in seasons 


when the seals are plentiful on St. 
George, St. Paul’s and other islands on 
the eastern side of Bering Sea, they are 
scarce on the Commander Islands and 
vice versa. 

This season seals were plentiful at the 
breeding islands. There are millions of 
them at St. Paul’s Isle, and fully halfa 
million of seals in sight at St. George. 
It is estimated, however, that the num- 
ber is not so great. It was found by 
fastening tinchips to the tails of the 
young seals that they do not remain in 
the vicinity of their native place, but 
cross from side toside of Bering Sea. 

The Pheasant brings a report that 


the suckling season by the commission- 
ers, and their stomachs found to con- 
tain nothing but a little sea weed and 
pebbles. This is an important point, 
and one on which the commissioners 
received special instructions during the 
last conferences at Washington. Sec- 


| retary Blaine held that a most serious 


reason for stringent restrictions on tak- 
ing seals in Bering Sea, was that the 
mother seals, which, during the suck- 
ling season swam fifty miles every day 
to the feeding grounds, would be taken 
in great numbers, and the young seals 
which they left on the shore of the 
island would perish unless the mother 
seals were protected. He said the race 
of seals would thus be exterminated. 
Sir Charles Tupper argued against this; 
that as a matter of fact the mother 
seals never left their young in the suck- 
ing season, during which time the 
mother took no food at all. 

Secretary Blaine ridiculed this idea 
as one unheard of in natural history, 
but Sir Charles pointed out that the 
seal, asa hibernating animal, had astore 


long time. The report that the stom- 
achs of the mother seals were found 
empty bears out Tupper’s statement. 

The steamer Danube is expected at 
Victoria before the end of the week. 

GOV. KNAPP’S REPORT. 

WasHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Lyman _ E. 
Knapp, Governor of Alaska, in. his an- 
nual report to the Secretary ofthe In- 
terior, devotes considerable space to 
the Seal Islands and seal industry. 
The most serious difficulty in the mat- 
ter, says the Governor, is the illegiti- 
mate slaughter of females and young in 
the open sea. - There is no doubt that a 
most valuable industry and _ fruitful 
source of national income is in danger. 
There are more than a hundred maraud- 
ing vessels hovering about the islands 
in Bering Sea during the season, and 
large numbers of skins are taken. 

The steamer Danube made a_ spe- 


+ ing 
Victoria on the return July 6 last, ‘hav- 
ing on board nearly 18,000 seal skins 
received from thirty- -five sealing vessels, 
which it met apparently by appoint- 
ment. Those delivering their cargoes 
to the Danube were all ‘British vessels, 
The Governor estimates the illegiti-

The value of the products of Alaska 
exported during the year was 8$8,942,- 
000, The report gives an account of 
the progress made in educational work 
as carried on by the Government. He 
suggests that the management of the 
schools should be made, as far as prac- 
ticable, local, and that they should be 
non-partisan and non-sectarian. He 
favors an appointment forthe Territorial 
board of public instruction, by the Sec- 
retary of the Interior and under his 
control, commissioners of education to 
have full authority as to the govern- 
ment of schools and the expenditure of 
public moneys. 


The Governor comments’ upon 
the need of additional Jegislation 
and states that in the last 
sevén years Congress given 


the Territory no new laws except the 
townsite and land acts. It is im por- 
tant now, he thinks, that the methods 
of drawing juries be modilied, and also 
desires regulations relative to the de- 
tails of- government administration. 
He considers the territorial form of 
government impracticable as to reve- 
nue. He, however, makes no specific 
recommendation. 

On the subject of the townsite law 
passed by the last Congress he thinks it 
should be supplemented with legislation 
providing for municipal corporations. 
He thinks Congress should appoint a 
committee to look after. Alaskan legis- 
lation and Alaskan interests, and that 
the legal and political status of the na- 
tive population should be defined. by 
legislative enactments,

SantTiaco, (Chile) Oct. 5.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Chilean gov- 
ernment has so far evinced no in- 
tention of abandonding its position 
that it has a perfect right to arrest 
persons as they enter or leave the 
precincts of the American legation. 
But while strenuously insisting upon 
the possession of this abstract right, 
the governmentis at present making 
no attemptto put it in practice. Par- 
tisans of Balmacéda who took refuge 
under Minister Bgan’s roof are still 
there and no arrests»have been made 
during the past few day Ss. 

It cannot be learned that the govern- 
ment has in contemplation any plan 
for asserting in the near future the 
right of arrest that is claimed, but it is 
thought that the present satisfactory 
situation cannot be of long continuence. 
In accordance with instructions re- 
ceived from the State Department at 
Washington, Minister Egan has given 
the Junta to understand, by a formal 
and official notice, that if the Chilean 
authorities continue to maintain their 
present attitude, the friendly relations 
between Chile and the United States 
will be interrupted. The Junta’s re- 


interest. 

What Minister Egan’s next step will 
be in case the reply is unfavorable, is 
not known. The United States flag- 
ship San Francisco, which is returning 
from the north is expected to reach 
Valparaiso some time this week. When

‘Wasuixetox, Oct. 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs in his annual report says 
that he thinks the great forces mow at 
work to provide land in severalty with 
its accompanying dissolution of tribal 


relation and the breaking up of the res- 
ervations, the destruction of the agency 
system, citizenship and all that belongs 


thereto, independence, privilege and 
duty. education which seeks to bring the 
rising generation of Indians into the 
right relationship withthe age in which 
they live and put into their hands tools 
by which they may gain for themselves 
food and clothing and build for them- 


® selves homes, will.if allowed to continue 


undisturbed a reasonable length of time 
accomplish their beneticent ends. 

The report discusses at length the po- 
titical status of the Indians, tracing the 
evolution of the present policy of deal- 
ing with the Indians as wards. Aftera 


f careful historical survey the Commis- 


sioner draws a number of conclusions. 
He thinks the time has come for a de- 
claration by Congress to the effect that 
hereafter it will not recognize Indians as 
competent to make war; that they shall 
be treated not as belligerents,.buat as 
subjects; that the General Government 
has a right, both for its own protcetion, 
for the promotion of the public welfare 
and forthe good of the Indians, not 
only to establish schools in which their 
children may be prepared for citizen- 
ship, but also to use whatever force may 
be necessary to secure to Indian chil- 
dren the benefit of these institutions. 
The Commissioner submits that the time 
is at hand for the extension over the In- 
dians of the protection and privileges 
of our courts. Meanwhile the develop- 
ment on Indian reservations of courts 
of Indian offenses by the perfecting of! 
their code of procedure and enlarge- 
ment of their jurisdiction will be help- 
ful as a preparation for complete par- 
ticipation in our common life. | 

Iventure also to suggest whefher the 
time is not at hand for the passage of an 
enabling act whereby the five civilized. 
tribes may form either a Territorial or 
State government, and be represented on 
the floors of Congress. Thetime has come 
when the Pueblo Indians should be admit- 
ted by special act of Congress to the enjoy- 
mentof ail rights of citizens of the United 
‘States, according tothe principles of the 
Constitution as contemplated by the treaty 
of Guadalupe Hidalgo. .

Land in severalty 
has in it the ‘promise and the potency” of 
great things, but only that. In many cases 
it brings unutterable woe, and in all itis 
liable to leave Indians worse off than be- 
fore. 

He further savs: 

fam notin receipt of enough information, 
nor, indeed, has sufficient time elapsed to 
enable me to judge the practical results of 
its allotment policy. I have seen nothing 
during the year. however, to lead me to 
change my views as to its ultimate success. 

Regarding g the reduction of reserva- 
tions which has ‘proceeded with great 
rapidity during the year the report 
Says: 

While it is possible to push this work too 
| rapidly perhaps, I do not hesitate to say 
that fhe ultimate te of the entire 
system of reservations is inevitable. * There 
is no place for it in our present condition 
of life. Millions of acres of Indian lands 
now lying absolutely unused are needed as 
homes for our rapidly increasing popula- 
tion. and must be soutilized. Whatever,right 
and title the Indians have in them is sum 
ject to and must yield to the demands of 
civilization. They should be protected in 
the permenent possession of all this land 
that is necessary for their own support and 
whatever ix ceded by them should be paid 
for atits full market value. But it cannot 
be expected, under any circumstances that 
these reservations can remain intact, hind. 
ering the progress of civilization, requiring 
an army toprotect them from the encroach- 
ments of: honie seekers and maintaining a 
perpetual abode of savagery and animal- 
ism. 

The report discusses at length the 
subject of Indian education. The en- 
rollment.of the Indian pupils for the 
vear ended June 30, has been 17,926, 
an increase over last vear of 15,499. 
The amount of Congressional appropria- 
tion for Indian education available for 
the year to come is nearly $2,250,000. 
Tie Commissioner regards the education 
f the Indians as the only solution of the 
ndian problem. Regarding the con- 
tract schools, the Commissioner recom- 
ménds the maintenance of status quo 
for the present, but urges that an ap- 
propriation of the public funds for 
sectarian educatiou is contrary to the 
spirit of the Constitution, opposed to 
public policy and ought at an early day 
be discontinued. He expresses strong 
appreciation of the missiénary wor 
done among the Indians by the churches 
and thinks.the present time peculiarly 
favorable for an increase of such work.

EMBALMING AS AN ART. - 


Perfection in Preserving the Bodies of 
the Dead, 

A rare opportunity presented itself 
yesterday to observe what. skill and 
ingenuity can do in preserving the 
bodies of the dead. About two months 
ago an elderly lady died in this city and 
the body was ordered embalmed until 
arrangements could be made for its 
final disposition. 

The well-known firm of Peck, Sharp 
& Neitzke Company were requested 
to embalm the body and place it in the 
vault at the cemetery. 

Yesterday they were notified to pre- 
pare the body for shipment to Illinois. 
It was taken to their undertaking par- 
lors, at No. 140 North Main street, 
where the above-mentioned opportu- 
nity presented itself. The body was in 
a perfect state of preservation, and if 
anything more true to life than imme- 
diately after death. The freckles on 
the face were natural and the lips 
almost lifelike. 

It must be that the long-lost Egyptian 
art of embalming is being slowly but 
surely discovered by the enterprising 
undertakers of the present day. 

D. G. Peck brings an active practical 
experience of ten years to bear in the 
business, and. as an exponent of the 
same has no superiorinthe city. The 
firm occupies a fine store, which has re- 
ceptly been tastefully and appropriately 
arranged, provided with all the latest 
appliances and containing as fine an as- 
sortment of funeral furnishing goods as 
can be found in the city. 

The room fronting Main street is used 
as an office. Leading directly from this 
is the funeral parlor, sce is very 
handsomely arranged. 

The floor is covered with a rich car- 
pet and walls and ceiling are decorated 
with elegant paper.

one of the founders. 

Mrs. Huber is gifted with rare fore- 
sight, for she presented a paper, writ- 
ten six months ago, which. in the light 
of past developments, sent some arrows 
pretty nearly straight home: ‘‘Politics 
control too much,’’ she said, ‘‘the ‘city 
schools, the directors and the superin- 
tendent. The directors unite forces 
with ward politicians and elect through 
political favor and personal gain rather 
than for high moral and intellectual 
attainments. There is far greater dan- 
gerof errors from Within than assaults 
from without.

seed Farming, 

An industry for which California is, 
especially adapted is the growing of 
seeds. QOfir fertile soil and the wide 
range of products of whichit is capable:. 
ourlong seasons of growth uninter- 
rupted by frost: our systems of irriga- 
tion by which plants may always be 
kept up to the most vigorous standards, 
and the culmination of all these favor- 
able conditions produce®grains, fruits, 
vegetables and flowers, the largest 
and finest to be found on the globe, and 
make of California the very garden of 
gardens, the natural source whence all 
less favored sections might profitably 
draw their supplies of seeds, bulbs and 
roots. Unfortunately great  oppor- 
tunities do not always imply great in- 
dustries—especially in this State where 
the people have labored under an em- 
barrassment of riches so far as soil pro- 
ductions go. The question has been 
not so much what kind of farming one 
could indulge in to secure a competence 
but what would bring a cqm- 
petence the quickest. The growth of 
a successful seed farm implies many 
More’ things than producing seeds. A 
good deal of attention must be given to 
. the selection of varities, time and money 
must be expended in packing: there 
must be more or less advertising and 
channels of trade niust be estahlished. 
These all seem so formidable’ to a man 
with small capital and perhaps limited’ 
experience, that many who may have 
contemplated the field and seen its 
ultimate promise, have still, turned 
into other channels as offering shorter 
roads to wealth. 

Nevertheless California has made. 
considerable progress in the matter of 
establishing seed farms, and the prob- 
ability isthat as men of capital and 
training in this branch are attracted 
here they will take hold of it in earnest 
and achieve forthe State something of 
the pre-eminence which it merits. 
Thus far much of the production of seeds 
and bulbs in Southern California has 
been ina subsidiary way; that is, par- 
ticular-lines of prodrction have been 
followed on a large scale to supply 
eastern establishments which already 
have the channels of trade at their com- 
mand. Thus, for a number of vears, a 
considerable tract of land at Riverside 
was devoted to the production of tube- 
roses, geraniums, heliotropes, and other 
flowers have also been extensively propa- 

gated on orders from the East. A few 
years ago Mrs. Theodosia Shepherd began 
a seed farm in a small way in Ventura 
county, at first selling her produce 
mostly to eastern firms. Her venture 
has proven very successful and has war- 
ranted her in expanding her operations 
and doing much business on her own ac- 
count. There are doubtless other suc- 
cessful enterprises.in this line which 
are not generally known. 

In this connection census bulletin No. 
111, just issued, contains matter of 
much interest. It appears that this is 
the first census which has taken cogni- 
zance of seed-growing as a separate ih- 
dustry, and of course the work is not so 


ously pioneered. This investigation in- 
cluded only such farms as were devoted 


to seed-growing asa business, and did 
not consider the large amount of field 


and garden seeds grown as side crops 
on thousands of farms. It is noted that | 
seed-growing has been carried on asa 
business in this country for more than a 
century, but that only within the past 
thirty vears has it assumed large pro- 
portions. More than one-half the total 
number of establishments reported were 
started between 1870 and 1890. The 
report shows that there were in the 
United States in the census vear 596 
farms, with a total of 169.851 acres 
, devoted exclusiv ely to seed-growing, of 
which 96.567; acres were reported as 
producing seeds. Of these, 12.905 
acres, were devoted to beans.

When the case against B. F. Hun- 
saker, proprietorof the Carleton saloon, 
charged with the embezzlement of 
$7500 from Mrs. Sarah Jane Griffin 
Clarke, was called for preliminary .ex- 
amination by Justice Stanton in the 
Township Court yesterday morning, 
Deputy District Attorney Phibbs asked 
for a further continuance on the ground 
that the complainant was too sick to 
appear in court.

In order, however, to 
dispel all doubts on that score, the pros- 
ecuting attorney called the physician 
in attendance upon Mrs, Clarke to take 
the stand, and examined him under 
oath. It was shown by the physician 
that the complainant was suffering 
from epileptic catalepsy induced by se- 
vere mental strain, and that it was im- 
possible for her toappear in court. On 
this showing, a continuance was ordered 
until Wednesday morning next, in spite 
of the objections of defendant’s counsel. 
Deputy District Attorney Phibbs then 
called the attention of the court to the 
fact‘that although the defendant had 
been committed to the custody of the 
Sheriff ten days ago, the commitment 
had never left the hands of Deputy 
Constable Johnston, and the defendant 
in spite Of the fact that he had not yet 
given bonds, was practically still at 
large, although Johnston remained with 
him constantly. 
Justice Stanton remarked that he had 
no authority over the actions of the 
constables, but the Deputy District At- 


in not obeying an order committing a 
defendant to the custody of the Sheriff. 
Finally, the prosecuting attorney 
moved the Court to dismiss the case, 
intending to file a new complaint else- 
where, but this Justice Stanton refused 
to do, as he had already made an order 
continuing it.

_ SENSATIONAL FORGERY CASE. 
Mrs. M. J. Hutchinson of Pomona was 
arrested yesterday and taken before 
Township Justice Stanton for arraign- 
ment upon the charge of forgery, pre- 
ferred against her by L. M. Morgan, of 
the Mammoth Shoe Store in this city. 
She was ordered to appear for examina- 
tion on Thursday next, bail being re- 
quired meanwhile in the sum of $1000, 
in default of which she was committed 
to the County Jail.
